THE TAX BILL. 


The special order being the bill to levy 
a tax for 1876, was taken up and the 
house resolvcd itself into the committee 
of the whole, Mr. SPEER in the chair. 

On motion of Mr. WARNER, the bill 
was taken by sections, 

Section 1. The gencral assembly of 
the state of Georgia do enact, That his 
excellency the governor be authorized 
and empowered, with the assistance of 
the comptroller-gencral,. to assess and 
to levy a tax on the taxable property of 
the state, which will not exceed four-. 
tenths of one per cent., exclusive of the 
tax already provided by tax ef 1873, to 
pay the eight per cent. bonds (issued un- 
der an act approved February 19th, 1873) 
specific taxes. 

Section 2. That, in addition to the ad 
valorem tax on real and personal proper- 
ty, as required by the constitution, and 
as assessed iu the preceding section, the 
following specific taxes shall be levied 
and collected. 

1. Upon every practitioner of law, 
medicine and dentistry, ten dollars. 

2. Upon every daguerrean, ambrotype 
and photographic artist, and similar ar- 
tist, ten dollars. 

3. Upon every person carrying on the 
busin.ssof an aucti-neer, twenty five 
doijlars. 

4. Upon every keeper of a pool or 
billiard table, kept for public use, twen- 
ty—five dollars for each table. 

5. Upon every keeper of a b2ygitelle 
for public play, twenty-five dollars for 
each table. 

G6. Upon every keeper of any other ta- 
ble, stand or place, flying ponies, or any 
game or play, with or without a name, 
unless kept torexercise or amusement, 
not prohibited by law, and not kept 
for gain, directly or indirectly, twenty- 
five dollars. 

7. Upon every keeper of a ten-pin 
alley, or alley of like character, kept for 
public play, twenty-five dollars. 

8. Upon all peddlers of patent or pro- 
prietary medicines, special nostrums, or

Sec. 7. That the president or priaci- 
pal agents of all the ineorporate com- 
panies herein mentioned, except such as 
are required to make returns to the 
county tax reecivers, shall make returns 
under the rules and regulations provided 
by law forsuch returns, to the comptrol- 
ler-gencral, and subject to the same pen- 
alties and modes of procedure for the 
enforcement of taxes from companies or 
persons, required by law to make returns 
to the comptroller-general. 

Sec. 8. That the vath to be adminis— 
tered to all persons making returns of 
their taxable property shal! be in the 
words following: “ You do solemnly 
swear that ycu will tru: aiswers make 
to all lawful questions which I may put 
to you touching the returns you are 
about to make, and that you will make 
a true return of all your taxable 
property, at its markt value, 
on the first day of 
April preceding, to the best of your 
knowledge and beiief. So help you 
God.” Andit shall be the duty of the 
officer receiving such returns to inquire 
of each and every person taking said 
oath touching all his taxable property, 
and the market value of the same, and 
his liability for specific taxes, as named 
in this act, and to propound the ques- 
tions which may be published by the 
comptroller-general, under the law, for 
the purpose of eliciting full and true tax 
returns. 

Section 9. That all takes assessed un- 
der this act shall be collected in United 
Statcs or National bank currency, and 
the value of the property taxed on the 
first day of April next,.in such currency, 
shall be the basis of the taxes. 

Sec. 10. That nothing in this act shal] 
be construed to alfect the exemption 
provided for in section 798 of the second 
edition of the revised code, except. that 
portion of paragrap thirteen of said 
section, exempting two hundred dollars’ 
worth of the property of every tax payer 
from taxation, which provision is hereby 
repealed; and paragraph twelve of sec- 
tion 798 of the code be, and the same is 
hereby repealed: Provided, that nothing 
in this act shall be construed to affect the 
exemptions allowed by law in favor of 
mining and manufacturing companies. 
Mr. RANKIN cffered an amendment 
‘‘provided that there be allowed to each 
head of a family, exempt from taxation, 
$100 of personal property.”’ 

Mr. ALLRED favored the amendment 
in a strong and cogent speech. He ap- 
pealed to the members not to tax widows 
and orphans. 

The amendment was rejected by yeas 
38, nays 67. 

Section 11. That no assessment shall 
be made for corporation or county pur- 
poses on the specific taxes herein imposed 
on practitioners of law, medicine, dent- 
istry and photography: Provided this 
section shall apply to all who practice 
and charge for the same. 
Mr.CANDLEK moved to strike out the 
lith section. He saw no reason why 
professional gentlemea should he exempt

Yet if the president should any day issue 
a formal declaration against a renomina- 
tion no one here would be surprised.

The marshal 
soon arrived, and looking through the 
key hole saw tire about the middle of the 
store room, and sent a negro woman who 
came upto Mr, Hart’s house after the key. 
The woman came back without the key, 
and after a very short time was sent the 
second time, when Hart and nis wife 
came Lo the store and passed rapidly by 
the front door round to the back door. 
Mrs. Hart remarked that the key was 
lost, whereupon the marshal broke in the 
door with an ax. It was found that bar. 
rels of corn, etc., were placed ageinst t ie 
door inside. 

Another witness stated that he met 
Hart and his wiie atthe back door of the 
store after the alarm of fire was raised, 
and having an ax in his hand, offered to 
brakein the door, but Hart would not 
allow him to do so. 

Another witness stated that Mrs. Hart 
took the key from her husband, unlocked 
the door and threw it open. 

Mrs Hart begged bystanders to assist 
nerto ho!ld her husband that ke was 
crazy and would go into the flames. ‘The 
buildings onthe other side of Hart's 
store were burned entirely up, belong- 
ing to Mr. J. C. Martin—no insurance. 
Mr. McDonnel’s building across ihe 
strect was also consumed—no insurance. 
Total loss of uninsured $10,000, total 
amount of insurance $5,000. Hart was 
insured for $1,500. The insurance agent 
Mr. J. L. Varner, testifics that Hart’s 
house was worth $1,250 and that bis 
stock was worth $1,800. Another wit- 
ness stated that he had very little 
stock. Public sentiment is very strong 
and the circumstantial evidence against 
him 1s equal as strong.
